REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show an 
uninterruptible power supply (UPS) comprising an energy storage device cap that has a housing 
that forms an opening through which a plurality of lead wires pass or an underside that is 
constructed and arranged to provide paths to rout the plurality of lead wires to a plurality of 
terminals as recited in claim 1 ; an UPS comprising a housing means that includes means for 
providing strain relief for each of the plurality of lead wires as recited in claim 9; and a battery 
cap having an underside that contacts a top portion of the battery, the lead wires being contained 
in paths formed in the underside of the battery cap as recited in claim 17.
